in fact, Ted Robinson's drawing is of the cellar of The Crown & 
Tuns, here in Decddington, It must be the envy of many a landlord 
seeking to maintain a high standard of real ale! 


Records at the Brewery are not of much historical heip but it is 
believed to have been a coaching inn for at least 300 and probably 
nearer 400 years. It is almost certain that this very cellar was 
used by an crder of monks - it is less certain that one.of them 
still haunts the pub! 


In many ways it just hasn't changed, It has its full share of 
‘locals! including many local charqcters - and yet it has 
maintained its tradition as a coaching inn, We know of several 
coach parties varying from fishermen to policemen to football 
supporters (all equally well behaved!) who come year in year out, 


Many write to thank Fred and Edna England for their warm welcome, 
The Englands have been the licensees for some 15 years and have 
somehow managed to keep uv with changing tastes without ruining 
the character and ambiance of the pub, The principle of 'Keep it 
warm, Keep it cheerful and Keep it simple' seems to work,

3. The question of parking and the one-way system on Hudson Street
